Frank Jones 
and WMlam Carr,-memtonr # 
the posse, escaped without Injury and 
fled to the settlement, where the news 
of the battle was telephoned to Sheriff 
Odom. ~ _ 

Frank Swift, a member of the posse 
of officers sent to the home of Qhltti 
Harjo. chief of Snake clan of the^rcek 
Indians, to serve a warrant on tWT 
chief, was not killed, but was probably 
fatally wounded. Herbert Odom, aon 
of the sheriff of McIntosh county, and 
Edward Daun, city marshal of Che- 
- co iah, were Milled outrig ht . - thrift 
dragged himself, from the scene of the 
battle and was later picked up by Wm. 
Carr, one of the escaping officers, and 
taken to Pierce, a station a mile away. 
Frank/Boq©©, another of the iMinse who 
Men i * rfl ‘'tttfln * and 

JBWtto Checolah, bearing some details 
of the battle. 

The officers, having heard that the 
Indians and negroes were again peace¬ 
able after the 1 battle of Thursday 
morning, approached the cabin of 
Harjo,. near Hickory camp ground, 
without fear. As they entered the 
chief's yard twenty guns were levelled, 
upon them from as many men In the 
house and around the comers Odom 
and Daun fell dead and flwlft was 
seriously wounded. Jones ran some 
yards and hid himself In a clump of 
trees ut)ti| the Indians disappeared. 
Then hr hurried to Pierce. 

Within thirty minutes of the time 
when reports^ of the battle reached 
Checolah. a hundred m e n were miWt 
Every available gun and practically all 
the ammunition In town were taken. 
In an hour fifty men were marching 
toward Hickory ground. When the 
news reached Muskogee, officers im¬ 
mediately Issued a call for men. and In
